Brisk During 1949 


Andover’s building operations 
took a decided spurt during the 
latter half of the current year and 
will compare favorably with the 
banner building period of 1948. 

The 11-month record compiled 
for 1949 from the reports of 
Building Inspector Ralph W. 
Coleman show that permits were 
granted for buildings estimated to 
cost $1,553,535 as compared with 
$1,305,919 up to Nov. 30 of last 
year. 

Included in the 1949 total, how- 
ever is the estimated cost of 
$564,000 covering the new veter- 
ans’ housing project on Morton 
street. This would reduce the es- 
timated cost of private building 
to $969,535 for the period.

Police have received numerous 
complaints from merchants during 
the past several days that shop- 
lifters have been busy in local 
stores where merchandise has van- 
ished from the counters.

Chief Dane says that this is a 
matter that concerns parents who 
will be olliged to pay for articles 
picked up by these youths. While 
the chief believes that most of it 
is done in the spirit of mischief 
rather than an actual desire to 
steal he warns that the practices 
will have to be stopped or offend- 
ers may be brought into court. 


Warns Motorists 
Of Driving Hazard 


An automobile on snow-covered 
pavement is something like a pig 
on ice, Police Chief George A. 
Dane warned motorists yesterday 
in the wake of the town’s first ap- 
preciable snowfall. 

“People are inclined to forget 
that you can’t stop a car by step- 
ping on the brake when there’s 
packed snow or ice on the streets,” 
Chief Dane said. ‘‘That is, they 
forget until after they start to 
skid and then its often too late. 

“When dangerous snow and ice 
conditions prevail, careful drivers 
put on tire chains. That helps a 
lot, because tests show that cars 
equipped with chains are far less 
likely to be involved in accidents 
than cars not so equipped.” 

In addition to using chains, the 
chief said, motorists should re- 
duce speed when streets are slip- 
pery, keep windshield wipers and 
defrosters in good condition to 
combat poor visibility, and to see 
that headlights are functioning. 
Poor vision and poor traction both 
promote accidents. 

“Our job is to prevent accidents 
as well as to investigate them,” 
he added, ‘and we'd rather do the 
preventing.”
